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This was Newcastle United's inaugural year in control of 
the four youth teams age groups Under 13, 14, 15 and 
17 in the New South Wales Soccer Federation Super 
Youth League Competition. The year’s objective was to 
finish first or second in the club championship to gain 
promotion to the Premier Youth League Competition in 
2003. Newcastle United went on the take out the Club 
Championship by 43 points, a wonderful effort by all 
the players and staff involved and will now take their 
place in next years Premier Youth League. 


This years 14 team competition was a gruelling 26 
rounds commencing on the 9 March 2002 with Grand 
Finals on the 22 September 2002.

After a disappointing 2001, the Under 14’s found new 
confidence and enthusiasm under the guidance of 
Coach Graham Swan and Manager Phil Koina.
